Despite the addition of truck 
climbing lanes there are deficiencies in shoulder width, access management, intersection sight 
distance, or vertical alignment. Reconstruct US 27 to current design standards. 
 
This project may be advanced to Final Roadway Design, with a Contract Modification. The 
selected consultant may then be required to provide engineering services to perform Final 
Roadway Design.
